An Open Letter to Chancel¬ 
lor Aldridge at the Univer¬ 
sity of Califoria, Irvine: 

On Wednesday, October 
18, the students on the Ir¬ 
vine campus of the Univer¬ 
sity of California, had the 
opportunity to view the 
documentary film, “An¬ 
archy, U.S.A.,” produced by 
The John Birch Society. This 
film was shown in' the 
science lecture hall, at the 
invitation of the school. One 
would have expected dis¬ 
agreement, debate, and dis¬ 
sent, but what I witnessed 
was profanity, petulance, 
and presumption. 

For example, the follow¬ 
ing portions of the film were 
met with applause and/or 
cheers: A picture of Castro; 
Jessie Gray stating that he 
would rather die taking part 
in a revolution in America 
than in Vietnam; a state¬ 
ment to the effect that what 
happened in the Algerian 
revolution could happen in 
the United States; a Com¬ 
munist publication which 
stated that it seeks the end 
of United States’ imperial¬ 
ism (whatever that is). 

Some portions of the film 
were met with loud hissing 
and booing, such as the fol¬ 
lowing: A former counter- 
spy’s statement explaining 
Communist strategy; a pic¬ 
ture of a bumperstrip which 
reads, “Support Your Local 
Police.” Only one socialist 
drew boo s — George Lincoln 
Rockwell. When the narra¬ 
tor listed the steps of ac¬ 
tion necessary to create new 
federal legislation in civil 
rights, again there were 
boos. Possibly this was be¬ 
cause those present did not 
realize that the statement 
was actually that of Martin 
Luther King, or perhaps the 
statement did not advocte 
enough violence. 

Unfortunately, I arrived 
late and was present for 
only about one third of the 
film showing. The gentle¬ 
man who had been invited 
to show the film had been 
advised to leave the campus 
by a school official, who 
felt that the film was a 
waste of time and that the 
gentleman’s presence could 


create some sort of ",non¬ 
violent demon strati on." 
When he left, the crowd was 
cheering statements by Len¬ 
in and Marx. 

The Free Speech Move¬ 
ment and the Filthy Speech 
Movement are .unnecessary 
at UCI, Chancellor. Rotten, 
filthy, profane language has 
been accepted without pro¬ 
test by the students on your 
campus. May I say, sir, that, 
should you decide to attend 
a film showing on your 
campus, you should not be 
accompanied by a lady, .un¬ 
less she would show no 
alarm in being subjected to 
this type of filthy talk. You 
should make sure first that 
all University officials con¬ 
cerned know ahead of time 
that you plan to attend. 
Then, with a little luck, you 
may not have to hear such 
“free” talk. Of course, .not 
all the students were in at¬ 
tendance, nor were all who 
were these participants in 
this shocking display. How¬ 
ever, I heard no objections. 

As you know, Chancellor, 
a chain 1 is only as strong as 
its weakest link. I hope that 
what I witnessed on your 
campus was the weakest 
link. Sometime, though, I 
will revisit that campus; 
and when I do, I sincerely 
hope that the necessary re¬ 
pair work has been done.

The special session of the California legislature that 
has been “reluctantly” called by Governor Reagan for 
November 6 to recast California’s 38 congressional dis¬ 
tricts, will be an exercise in futility, another ridiculous 
result of the U.S. Supreme Court’s one-man one-vote ruling. 

The Governor’s reluctance is well-founded on the fact 
that the reapportionment will have to be done all over 
again following the 1970 census. The cost of the special 
session is a high price for California taxpayers to pay 
for such a temporary and almost meaningless obeisance 
to the letter of the high Court’s law. 

The state Supreme Court has ordered the impending 
reapportionment — despite its shortt-term utility — on 
the threat of doing it on its own if the legislature 
doesn’t act by December 7. If this precise concern for 
the one-man, one-vote principle is to be maintained by 
the courts, one wonders how often reapportionment will 
be demanded of a state thas has the nation’s fastest grow¬ 
ing population. If two years is all that important now, 
won’t it be just as important after 1970? And 1972? Where 
does the silly business stop? 

Her Own Enemy 

That Marin County schoolmarm who was fired be¬ 
cause she admitted in a court affidavit that she has been 
a marijuna smoker for 18 years expressed surprise that 
her statement got into the papers and created such a 
furor. She maintained that despite the fact that she had 
chosen to break a law she didn’t like, she was a good 
teacher. 

Even though she declared she now was breaking the 
habit until the law is changed, her previous defiance and 
her adhereence to the pro-pot contention that marijuana 
is not addictive and should be legalized will leave most 
parents unconvinced of her qualifications as the steward 
of young minds. 

And if she was really serious about being surprised 
at the public reaction to her illegal activities she would 
seem to be a strong witness against her own case for 
smoking the weed. Impaired judgment is one of dele¬ 
terious effects experts attribute to habitual use of mari¬ 
juana.
